Se nate Bill (SB) IKO for Dummies 

Congress passed The Defense of Marriage Act, or DOMA, in 1996. DOMA bars federal 
recognition of same-sex marriages, and allows states that do not recognize same-sex 
marriages to ignore those performed in another state or country. The same year, Penn¬ 
sylvania created its state DOMA, which defines marriage as being between one man 
and one woman, and states that Pennsylvania will not recognize same sex marriages 
from other states. The state DOMA is a statute, which can be overturned by courts. SB 
1250 is an attempt to amend our constitution, such that courts cannot overrule it. 
Those opposed to the bill say that SB 1250 does far more damage than the state's 
DOMA, since it also invalidates unions that are functionally equivalent to marriage. 

Pennsylvania has two branches of government:, the 
House, made up of 203 representatives, and the 
Senate, made up of 50 senators. Each member, often 
referred to as legislators, represents an area within the 
state. You live in one such area. You should know who 
your senator and representative are, and more impor¬ 
tantly, you should let them know how you feel about 
legal topics, including SB 1250. Equality Advocates of 
PA offers a website such that you can find your legisla¬ 
tors: 

Go to EqualityPA.org, and then click Take Action! And 
then Look up your Legislator. 

Pennsylvania also has a very helpful website to assist 
you in finding your legislators, as well as providing lots 
of information as to the goings on of legislation:

If you're not computer savvy, there are many agencies that will help you, or you can 
always call Bolton at Panzee Press: (717) 564-2477. 

SB 1250 proposes an amendment to the state constitution (PA has its own constitution, 
not to be confused with the U.S. Constitution). Our government, in all its wisdom, 
makes it difficult to amend the constitution. Such an amendment must make its way 
through these steps: 

1) A bill must be introduced in the Senate or the House. In this case we're discussing 
Senate Bill 1250. 

2) A sub-committee (or two) must vote on the bill. In this case, SB 1250 was reported 
out of committee (it passed) from the Judiciary Committee on March 18th. As with 
all Senate bills, it still needs to go through the Appropriations Committee. 

3) The legislative branch (House or Senate) must vote on the bill. In this case the full 
Senate still needs to vote on the bill. 

4) The opposite branch needs to approve the bill with the same wording. In this case, 
the House will need to vote and pass the bill. 
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Senate Bill (SB) I2S0 for Dummies 

5) The bill must make its way through both the House and the Senate again in the 
following session. Sessions are two years: 2005-2006,2007-2008. If SB 1250 passes 
both the Senate and the House in 2008, it can make its second trip through both 
legislative branches in 2009. 

6) The final step to amending the constitution is that it goes to a vote by all the people 
of the state (you and me, and all those people who insist we're going to hell). This 
could happen as soon as November 2009. 


In 2006, our legislators came very close to passing a 
bill through both the House and the Senate. Pennsyl¬ 
vania House Bill 2381 passed the House with a vote of 
136 to 61 on June 6th, 2006. The bill proposed to 
amend the constitution by adding the following 
words: 

"ONLY A MARRIAGE BETWEEN ONE MAN AND ONE 
WOMAN SHALL BE VALID OR RECOGNIZED AS A 
MARRIAGE IN THIS COMMONWEALTH, AND NEITHER 
THE COMMONWEALTH NOR ANY OF ITS POLITICAL 
SUBDIVISIONS SHALL CREATE OR RECOGNIZE A LEGAL 
UNION IDENTICAL OR SUBSTANTIALLY EQUIVALENT TO 
THAT OF MARRIAGE FOR UNMARRIED INDIVIDUALS ." 



The Senate did not pass HB 2381 as written, but instead amended the bill such that the 
proposed constitution amendment would end at the word "commonwealth": 


"ONLY A MARRIAGE BETWEEN ONE MAN AND ONE WOMAN SHALL BE VALID OR RECOG¬ 
NIZED AS A MARRIAGE IN THIS COMMONWEALTH."

Any such legislation has to pass both legislative cham¬ 
bers more than 90 days prior to a statewide election. 
This amended version of the bill did not complete 
approval by the House within that deadline prior to the 
2006 elections, and hence did not pass its first trip 
through the House and Senate. Any new attempt had 
to wait until the next session: 2007-2008.

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Senate Bill (SB) IMO for Dummies 

Here, in 2008, the Pennsylvania "marriage amendment" came up in front of the Senate 
as SB 1250 which proposes to add these words into our state constitution: 

"NO UNION OTHER THAN A MARRIAGE BETWEEN ONE MAN AND ONE WOMAN SHALL BE 
VALID OR RECOGNIZED AS MARRIAGE OR THE FUNCTIONAL EQUIVALENT OF MARRIAGE BY 
THE COMMONWEALTH." 


SB 1250 passed the Senate's Judiciary 
Committee ten to four on Tuesday, March 
18th, 2008. It now has to go through the 
Appropriations Committee before going to 
a full Senate vote. The Appropriations 
Committee is designed to make sure there's 
enough money to pay for any expenses 
related to putting the bill into action. When 
the Judiciary Committee found that they 
didn't want to spend any more time on the 
bill, but many suggested that they didn't 
have enough time and information to vote 
on the bill, they decided to pass it along to 
the Appropriations Committee and let them 
hold public hearings. You might ask, "Why would the committee designed to assure 
there's enough finances to support a bill that doesn't cost anything hold public 
hearings?" The reason you don't know the answer is not because you're dumb. Several 
of the senators in the Judiciary Committee were stumped on this same point, but they 
voted it through anyway. 

Devlin v* City of Philadelphia 

According to some supporters of the bill, the wording, "functional equivalent of 
marriage", was actually designed by the bill's co-sponsors to allow for some sort of 
domestic partnership benefit. This is because there was a court case, Devlin v. City of 
Philadelphia, for which the Pennsylvania Supreme Court determined that creating a 
marital status "life partner" on which to confer employment-related benefits was not 
the "functional equivalent" of marriage. So from one slim perspective, one could say 
gays can still find a way to gain benefits similar to marriage, but that's only a slim 
perspective. All supporters of the bill, and those opposed, will tell you that the wording 
is designed to prevent state recognized civil unions. Nobody, supporter or opposed, 
can define the difference between a civil union, a domestic partner or a life partner. 
Simply because one ruling said a "life partner" is not the functional equivalent of 
marriage, does not dictate what various courts and cases will decide on various lawsuits 
which will surely come up. During the one hearing for SB 1250, many witnesses, experts 
in the law, cited grave examples in other states that attempted such legislation. Expert 
witnesses also provided theories on how such a constitution amendment will be used 
to remove and prevent benefits for gay couples.

Who's driving the bus? 

You might think of each legislative branch (Senate and House) as a bunch of voters in a 
bus. There's only one bus driver. This committee leader keeps organization on the bus, 
and controls things, like how often and where hearings are held. The bus driver for the 
Senate's Judiciary Committee also happens support the bill. This is sort of like having a 
player of one football team be the referee. As such, nobody's terribly surprised that SB 
1250 went though the Judiciary Committee in little over a month. Several senators on 
the Judiciary Committee (riders on the bus) said there should be more time and more 
hearings held statewide. The bus driver, Senator Greenleaf, drove the bus as quickly as 
possible to the vote. He held only one hearing the day before the vote. 

Future of SB I 250 

PanzeePress poled the senators from March 
24th to the 26th, 2008. Twenty-seven would 
vote "Yes" to SB 1250, ten would vote "No", six 
were undecided, and seven were unavailable 
for comment. It's too early to tell how the 
House might vote. House Representatives 
have not been asked to review the bill. How¬ 
ever, by reviewing the House vote results from 
the similar 2006 bill, HB 2381 (136 to 61), it 
doesn't look good. 

The only good news is that the bus driver in the 
House will likely be a Democrat, and Demo¬ 
crats are more likely to vote in favor of equal 
rights. Many who oppose SB 1250, seem to 
think it won't pass the House. I'm not sure if 
this optimism, or hopeful thinking is justified. 
A very similar piece of legislation already 
passed the House 136 to 61. While the committee does have a leader, who can steer the 
committee, ultimately, each legislator gets a vote. Two years ago, we had a Republican 
majority in the House, and now we have a Democratic majority, but the majority is only 
by one person: 102 Democrats to 101 Republicans. To make matters worse, this issue is 
split on the lines of rural areas (Yes to SB 1250) vs. urban (No to SB 1250) rather than 
Democrat vs. Republican. Pennsylvania has many more rural districts than urban ones. 
Even if the bill doesn't go through this year, a strong objection will reduce the chance of 
a similar bill from coming up again, and could damage the reputation of legislators who 
vote for it.

No union other than a marriage between one man and one woman 
shall be valid or recognized as marriage or the functional equiva¬ 
lent of marriage by the Commonwealth. 


The above are the exact words that the judiciary committee of 
the senate voted to add into our Pennsylvania constitution. The 
bill is designed not only to redefine marriage, but also to prevent 
the state from creating, recognizing, or providing benefits to civil 
unions. 

Supporters of the bill desire to “defend marriage." They intend 
to prevent marriage from diminishing as a social institution. By 
making the civil definition of marriage strict and geared 
specifically toward procreation, they hope to reinstitute its 
sanctity. The idea is to show future generations that marriage is 
a sacred institute, which needs to be honored. Marriage should 
be represented such that it is worth working through hard 
times to maintain. A good marriage will lead to proper raising of 
children. Assuming such a bill does increase the strength of 
marriage, fathers will be more likely to remain involved in the 
upbringing of their children. 

Those opposed to the bill view the words “one man and one 
woman” as discriminatory. The purpose of our constitution is 
to provide protections and individual rights, not to deny them. 
The inclusion of the words denying “functional equivalent of 
marriage" cause a much stronger call for opposition. Those 
opposed can’t find a single example, or solid evidence that this 
amendment will lead to its desired effects. It will clearly remove 
and prevent equal rights to same sex couples. Does it also mean 
to not recognize Domestic Partners? What’s the difference 
between Civil Unions and Domestic Partners? How far can this 
legislation stretch? Will it void the existing Pittsburgh 
ordinance, which allows for benefits to people who have “the 
functional equivalent of marriage"? Will it put into question, and 
offer legal loopholes for insurance companies not to pay out on 
domestic partner benefits from corporations? Does a 
collection of legal documents that a gay couple put together for 
themselves constitute an equivalent of marriage? Can a 
homophobic parent nullify the Last Will and Testament of their 
daughter who leaves her estate to her domestic partner? While 
some sponsors of this bill reiterate that it is not designed to 
remove existing rights, much evidence is provided that it likely 
will. Those opposed to SB 1250 believe it is clearly written to 
prevent equal treatment of all Pennsylvania citizens. 

In order to quell oppositional fear of the general wording, some 
SB 1250 supporters point to Devlin v. Philadelphia, and say that 
this is where the words “functional equivalent" were derived. 
The Pennsylvania Supreme Court stated that creating a marital 
status - “life partner" - on which to confer employment-related 
benefits, was not the "functional equivalent of marriage.” The 
idea, from many supports of the bill, is that the use of these same 
words allows for the courts to rule in favor of domestic partner 
benefits. At the same time, these words take the Pennsylvania 
Defense of Marriage Act (DOMA) one step further by not 
allowing what is commonly thought of as civil unions.

What exactly the difference between what would be allowed, and what would not be 
allowed (i.e. the difference between a civil union and a domestic partner) is left unclear 

A different set of those who support the bill, say the wording “function equivalent” 
comes from New Jersey legislation. This 2nd camp of SB 1250 supporters say the 
wording "function equivalent of marriage” is used to specifically combat the wording in 
New Jersey that allows a civil union to be the functional equivalent of marriage. This 2nd 
camp intend to ensure DOMA is not overruled by courts in any manner, and not allow 
a same-sex marriage by any name. 

Both supporting camps of the bill say that it is nothing more than removing power by 
courts to overturn the Defense of Marriage Act (DOMA). Those opposed state that 
DOMA has nothing referencing civil unions so SB 1250 with it’s “functional equivalent" 
wording is far more damaging. Furthermore, there is a huge difference between the 
power of a statute like DOMA, and the power of our constitution. 

Those indifferent to the matter notice that by leaving the definition between Civil Union 
and Domestic Partner unclear, we would be leaving it to the courts to make decisions on 
relevant law suits. This result direcdy conflicts with the bill’s initial intent to take the 
decision regarding the definition of marriage away from the courts. 


The Hearing 

A public hearing was held for this bill on Monday, March 17th, 2008, in front of the Senate 
Judiciary Committee. Ten people provided statements, each followed with questions by 
the judiciary committee. There were about 150 people in the room to witness the 
hearing. While there was more testimony opposed to the bill then supporting it, only a 
handful of people, including those giving testimony, applauded the opposition. This left 
about 145 who applauded in support of the bill, several holding signs, and some who 
directed those signs, and their jeers, at the few people attempting to gain and defend 
their “functional equivalent” with other Pennsylvania citizens. 

Those speaking were: four in favor of the senate bill, and six opposed. Only four or five 
of the judicial committee members asked questions or made comments, which revealed 
their thoughts on the legislation. None of the vocal senators seemed to object to a 
constitution amendment for the words “one man and one woman", but the committee 
seemed split on the portion of the bill regarding “functional equivalent of marriage". Of 
fourteen voting senators, there were ten in attendance near the beginning of the hearing 
at 10:30 AM, but only about six stayed for most if it, and only three remained by the end, 
at 2:00 PM. 

Senator Greenleaf. who conducted the hearing, repeated the same question after each 
person provided a statement “Will this bill remove existing rights?” He repeated the 
same question, regardless of what was involved within each statement 

Early in the hearing, Senator Earll made the statement that a decision on a constitution 
amendment should take many months of debate, and hearings should be held statewide. 
She felt that the fact that the judiciary vote was scheduled on March 18th, after the bill 
was referred to the committee on February 14th, with only one hearing in Harrisburg, 
was unjust and imbalanced to the importance of the matter. In her opinion, the senators 
needed much more time, and a much further geographical expanse, to hear and review 
testimony from all Pennsylvania citizens.

Syphilis and HIV 

Syphilis has been around forever. Like so many other 
diseases, syphilis raged and infected many people 
before science was able to develop a way to practically 
rid it from our lives. In the 1940’s, the discovery of 
penicillin was exactly what the doctor ordered to 
handily fight syphilis, an infection caused by bacteria 
and spread sexually, and cause a significant decline in 
the number of cases in this country. In recent times, 
however, this sexually transmitted infection (STI) has 
once again reared its ugly head causing problems for 
many sexually active people, including men who have 
sex with men (MSM). 



In 2007, there were 11,181 cases of syphilis in the 
United States, and about 64% of them were due to 
MSM contact, according to the Centers for Disease 
Control and kaisemetwork.org. The reason these 
men are getting infected with syphilis is primarily 
due to non-condom use, according to the National 
Prevention Information Network (NPIN). 

What’s more disturbing is that some of the men who 
were infected with syphilis were also HIV positive and 
typically did not use condoms because many of them 
claimed there was no need to do so since they were 
already infected with HIV. This thinking tends not to 
make much sense. It is, however, thinking that is 
pervasive among many HIV positive MSMs. 

HIV positive men who engage in risky sexual behaviors 
that might lead them to acquire syphilis should be 
aware that if they do become co-infected, they might 
be setting themselves up for a world of hurt. First, 
it’s important to note that having HIV can actually 
make it easier to get syphilis, according to thebody. 


com. Additionally, men with HIV should keep in mind 
that ridding their bodies of syphilis - as well as other 
illnesses -can be a much tougher task by virtue of 
their infection and the fact that their immune systems 
are depressed. 

According to aidsmap.com, one study also suggests 
that having HIV and then getting infected with syphilis 
may cause a person's viral load to increase and CD4 
count to decrease. This study also suggested that 
men with HIV and syphilis might actually be more 
infectious than those who are not infected with both 
diseases. 

For the record, people who are infected with HIV must 
be concerned with terms such as “viral load" and 
“CD4 count" as mentioned above. They are often an 
indicator of how a person is progressing in the fight 
against HIV. Viral load refers to the amount of virus 
present in a person’s body and CD4, also referred 
to as T-cells, are cells that protect the body from 
infections and are typically targets of HIV. 

Syphilis infection can cause significant troubles for a 
person who gets infected. Specifically, it can cause a 
painless chancre on a person’s genitals, mouth, anus 
or any other place on the body where sexual contact 
occurred, according to webmd.com. A chancre 
may actually go 
away on its own, 
and leave you 
seemingly with no 
other symptoms. 

However, in reality, 
syphilis may also 
cause significant 
skin rashes, heart 
disorders, mental 
disorders and 
blindness. It may 
even kill you.

Jonathan Vipond and Tim Bunner 

Each meet ‘n greet followed a similar for¬ 
mat: social time where people could talk and enjoy 
some refreshments, followed by an informal agenda 
where guests could share their points of view on the 
prospect of an LGBT community center in Central 
Pennsylvania. The discussions were generally led 
by a board member, and started with a brief history of 
our strategic plan and the development of the board, 
along with a summary of activities to date. 

It seemed that most guests felt pretty free 
to offer their insights and ideas concerning many is¬ 
sues related to the gay community and the Center. 
Following is a summary of some of those discus¬ 
sions: 

• Guests were generally very positive about our 
efforts. 

• A number of people expressed a concern that 
we should make a concerted effort to avoid du¬ 
plicating the efforts of other local LGBT organi¬ 
zations. 

• Guests universally felt that having the Center 
serve as a communications hub for the local 
LGBT community would be a great service, and 
probably the highest priority for the organiza¬ 
tion. 

• Serving the ENTIRE region of Central Penn¬ 
sylvania was pinpointed as essential to the suc¬ 
cess of the endeavor, and crucial to gamering 
the “buy-in" of the LGBT community. 

• Guests generally agreed that advocacy for 
LGBT issues must be an integral element of 
Center activities. 

• Any center MUST be accessible to the young¬ 
est members of the gay community.

I’m shocked, I tell you, SHOCKED! 

Eliot Spitzer, erstwhile governor 
of the state of New York, also known 
as Client 9, has been known, according 
to the dispatcher of a call girl service, 
to “ask you to do things that, like, you 
might not think were safe.” Say it ain’t so. 

Yes, another prominent 
politician has been brought low 
by the weight of his testicles. 

Spitzer was supposedly caught 
in an ironic twist of law—the Patriot Act 
gives the Treasury Department authority 
to snoop on banking transactions with 
unprecedented intrusiveness to catch 
terrorists seeking to destroy the American 
way of life. No search warrants based 
on probable cause required. Quite the 
contrary. This is a fishing expedition of 
the largest possible scale. Banks are 
now required, under penalty of stringent 
sanctions, to analyze the activity of every 
bank account in America (including your 
bank account) with sophisticated software, 
searching for patterns that are unusual for 
thataccount,suchasoddcash withdrawals, 
and then to file a Suspicious Activity 
Report with the federal government. One 
and a quarter million such reports were 
filed last year. One of the factors looked 
at is, oddly, whether or not the account 
holder is a “politically exposed person.” 

The Feds discovered that the 
governor of New York clumsily structured a 
wire transferof 10,000 dollars to an offshore 
bank account. The cost of a used car. His 
own money. The federal government then 
launched an investigation costing perhaps 
a hundred times that much to figure out 
why. When he had a call girl take a train 
from New York City to Washington D.C. 
for four grand plus expenses, they had 
him on a federal crime: violation of the 
Mann Act, transporting a female across 
state lines for immoral purposes. The 
last time I heard of the Mann Act was in 


a black and white movie from the Forties. 

Let’s get this straight here. 
Federal investigators got warrants and 
listened to 5,000 telephone conversations 
and read 6,000 emails and interrogated 
an undisclosed number of intimidated 
witnesses in secret to investigate a small 
New York City call girl operation? Since 
when is prostitution a federal crime? 
Oh, because they have an offshore 
bank account? Or because one of the 
ladies took a train to Washington, D.C.? 
Because the governor of New York 
structured a wire transfer of $10,000? 

Despite being a manifestly 
unlikable person, Eliot Spitzer was 
elected to the governorship of New York 
by a remarkable (please, no sniggering) 
69 percent of the voters. This was 
on the strength of his record as state 
attorney general. In his years as the 
chief prosecutor in New York State, with 
a staff of maybe forty lawyers and only 
state legal authority, Spitzer did more to 
fight corruption in corporations, the stock 
and bond markets, the banking industry, 
and the insurance industry than the 
Securities and Exchange Commission 
and the federal Department of Justice 
even attempted to do. His work has had 
repercussions far beyond his state, as 
New York City is the nation’s financial 
and business capital. He had vowed to 
continue his campaign against corrupt 
business practices by corporations as 
governor, and he was keeping his word. 

Yes, he also prosecuted people 
for crimes like the one it turns out he 
participated in—sex for money. I do not 
excuse him for that—I am angry with him 
for his hypocrisy. But the fact remains 
that Spitzer was driven from office by the 
Bush administration, whose power base 
is the owners of mega-corporations and 
whose acknowledged goal from Day One 
was to deregulate corporations, to loose 
the bonds of public accountability on the 
very wealthy, and to let the fat pigs feed 
their fill at the taxpayers’ trough without 
hindrance from zealous crusading 
prosecutors like Eliot Spitzer.

Maggie Gallagher from the National Organization for Marriage, supporter of SB 1250, 
started the morning by getting to the heart of the matter. She claimed marriage is about 
children and future generations to reproduce and continue humanity. She stated that, 
“Our government needs SB 1250 to send a message that marriage is a sacred ritual. 
Such a legislation act will assist in the communication to young and future families that 
they need to work to maintain such a sacred responsibility. By allowing lesbians and 
gays to get married, using marriage as a tool other than for procreation, the state sends 
a message that marriage is not all that sacred, and it doesn’t need to be held up to high 
standards." 

Stacey L Sobel, speaking for Equality Advocates Pennsylvania and Value All Families 
Coalition, detailed many reasons why SB 1250 should not be approved and rebutted 
many points made by SB 1250 supporters. Just some of her points were as follows: 

• Not a single example can be found of how any married couple will lose their rights 
or be harmed if this amendment were not to pass. 

• Constitutional amendments have been a source for protections of individual rights. 
This proposal takes the reverse tactic by denying rights and protections. Enshrining 
discrimination in our state’s constitution is downright un-American. 

• If SB 1250 were to pass, it could prohibit state and local legislatures from passing 
legislation providing for benefits to same-sex and opposite-sex unmarried employ¬ 
ees. 

• Supporters of the amendment have stated that its text was drafted in accordance 
with the Pennsylvania Supreme Court decision in Delvin v.City of Philadelphia. One 
of the issues in Devlin was whether domestic partner benefits for city employees 
violated the state’s Defense of Marriage Act (DOMA), which limits marriage to a man 
and a woman. While the Court ruled that DOMA did not prohibit these benefits, it 
is quite unclear what the impact of this Constitutional Amendment would have on 
the Courts decision. It would definitely change the legal analysis, and the end result 
is not guaranteed. 

• The current Pennsylvania Defense of Marriage Act is silent on the subject of civil 
unions and domestic partnerships. The proposed constitutional amendment goes 
well beyond the current law, and bars recognition of civil unions. Thus, it is absolutely 
inaccurate to say that the amendment does not change the law, as some supporters 
of SB 1250 have indicated. 

• In a Susquehanna Polling and Research poll conducted in November 2007, sixty-five 
percent of Pennsylvanians stated that they support civil unions, while only twenty- 
seven percent opposed them. This support for civil unions is consistent with the 
position that the Pennsylvania Senate took in June of 2006. 

• The supporters of this constitutional amendment have a history of bringing lawsuits 
and shopping for activist judges to deprive lesbian, gay, bisexual and transgender 
(LGBT) people of the rights that have been given to them through the legislative 
process. Many of us are not entirely confident that all of the judges in this state will 
consistendy find that this sweeping amendment does not affect domestic partner or 
domestic violence issues. In fact, I would not be surprised to see some judicial 
candidates in certain parts of the state run campaigns based on promises to strictly 
enforce the marriage amendment. 

• People who are being deprived of rights under this Constitutional Amendment will 
file lawsuits. Both heterosexual and same-sex couples will seek the opinion of the 
courts to restore or interpret the impact of this legislation on their lives. This 
Constitutional Amendment will generate more litigation on the rights of unmarried 
couples.

On a more personal note, Sobel attempted to persuade the committee that her love for her long-term girlfriend, 
the love for her children, and the love of any gay couple, does not hinder society or pose a threat to marriage. 
Sobel spoke of 638 rights & privileges that a couple acquires with a marriage certificate, which unmarried couples 
don’t have. After Sobel’s statement. Senator Gordner claimed that he can, and has, offered other forms of legal 
counseling and solutions to provide needed rights for gay couples. When Sobel tried to ask how much money 
the Senator might charge for the total amount of legal equivalence, Senator Greenleaf cut her off saying it was 
the committee that would be asking the questions. Sobel also pointed out that she has papers to provide legal 
rights in the hospital, and on the occasion she needed them, she had them. The attending nurse was surprised, 
since it was the first time in twenty-five years that the nurse met anybody with the foresight to bring such papers 
to the hospital while their loved one suffered immediate medical need. 


Susan Frietsche, Senior Staff Attorney, of the Women’s Law Project, gave her testimony. Susan’s primary goal was 
to show that such wording would result in loss of protection for women and children. Here is just some of her 
testimony: “How will courts interpret and enforce powers of attorney, wills, cohabitation agreements, advance 
directives, and partnership agreements between two unmarried people if the state constitution forbids the 
recognition of any union that seeks to approximate marriage? ... A good example is the tragic farce that played 
out in Ohio when a differently worded but similarly broad constitutional amendment was adopted there. ... 
unmarried batterers argued that Ohio’s protection from abuse laws could not be applied to the unmarried 
partners of victims, because that would confer a status equivalent to marriage upon them. Several trial courts 
agreed with this argument and started denying protection from abuse orders to unmarried battered women and 
throwing out criminal charges against unmarried perpetrators. While the appellate courts ultimately reversed 
this interpretation of Ohio’s marriage amendment, until the courts stepped in, women suffered grave danger and 
terrible injustice. It is not possible to predict whether a similar result would occur in Pennsylvania.” 


Frietsche’s testimony also pointed out a Pittsburgh ordinance providing benefits to domestic partners who could 
intend their relationship to be “the functional equivalent of marriage." She noted it was the same language used 
in bill SB 1250, and said it was “entirely possible, even quite likely, that Pittsburgh’s domestic partner benefits 
would be determined to be unconstitutional.” Senator Costa, representing Pittsburgh, confirmed her findings. 
Senator Greenleaf was evidently taken aback, when the other strong advocate for SB 1250, Senator Gordner, 
admitted that this Pittsburgh legislation may need to be revoked, and existing benefits would be taken away. After 
Frietsche’s testimony, Greenleaf ceased his persistent questioning as to what rights will be lost 


Through questions from the senate, the most fearsome point, raised by Frietsche, was that if a couple sought out 
all rights provided within marriage, including the rights to be involved in medical decisions, and first in line for 
inheritances, that the accumulation of all things equal would result in a union that’s the equivalent of marriage. 
An attorney could attempt to dismiss any one, or all of those separate legally binding processes by saying they 
amount to a functional equivalent of marriage and is therefore against the Pennsylvania Constitution. This point 
was also made clear when Senator White, who said she was for the defense of marriage, asked how many pieces 
of equality would it take before a person‘s relationship became functionally equivalent to marriage. 


The 2nd to last statement was provided by Michael J. McMonagle, from Pro-Life Coalition of Pennsylvania. This 
man sounded like a street preacher damning homosexuals to hell. “Those homosexuals will stop at nothing to 
prove themselves equal.” Somehow, according to McMonagle’s point of view, this related to murdering unborn 
children. 


The last speaker brought the issue to a close as well as the first speaker started off the day. Jessica Feierman, 
from the Juvenile Law Center, was concerned mostly with finding homes for foster children as she shared that 
gay families provide great homes. Such legislation would reduce homes that provide for needy children. Her last 
sentence was very personal. Jessica revealed that she was raised by a gay parent, and she is now married with 
her own child. With her voice choking, Jessica was able to put her love and gratitude for her gay parent into 
Pennsylvania’s legal record. She said that if she could provide, unto her child, just a fraction of the love and 
support she received from her gay parent, and then she knows she will have raised her child well. Greenleaf 
caught the emotion, as his own eyes noticeably watered. 

Besides the verbal testimony, many statements were emailed to the senate. Most noted very little time between 
notice of the hearing and the actual hearing.

Literature provided by supporters of the bill included two piecesrA spreadsheet showing a decline in Pennsylva¬ 
nia births between I960 and dropping to half in 2005, while the percentage of out-of-wedlock births increased 
from 4% to 25%. The second written form of supportive documentation was a quote from Philadelphia Mayor 
Rendell: “Were dying. Forget all the good things I’ve done; Philadelphia is dying. It’s happened a lot more slowly 
since I took office, but were dying.” 

The opposition had several letters, each with facts and examples, directly related to why SB 1250 should not pass. 
Two expressive statements are as follows: 

Larry Frankel, State Legislative Counsel, ACLU Washington Legislative Office, and Andy Hoover, Legislative 
Assistant, of the ACLU of Pennsylvania wrote, "We believe that this proposed constitution amendment, as 
drafted, is confusing and ambiguous and will certainly lead to lawsuits. A comparison ... of other states will make 
it abundantly clear that this proposal will lead to unpredictable and undesired results." Their testimony went on 
to cite many examples of serious problems raised in other states due to vague terminology and loss of existing 
rights, protections and privileges. 

Anthony C. Infanti.a law professor at the University of Pittsburgh School of Law, submitted written testimony as 
well. Anthony warns that the bill is far more damaging than just defining marriage as one man and one woman. 
His testimony repeats that this bill could “dictate results that no legislator should intend - let us consider its 
effects on the validity of powers of attorney and wills." His testimony went on to cite how exactly such events 
would take place. 



The Vote 


The vote on SB 1250 was held the next morning, leaving citizens to wonder if there was time for the senators 
to review, and research all the material that was presented the day before. Prior to the vote. Senators Earll, 
Costa, Orie, Brown. Rafferty and White all protested that the bill has not been given enough time for debate. 
Greenleaf made a final reply saying that the facts were clear and he couldn’t see how any further information or 
consideration could alter any of the Senator’s decisions. 

There was confusion within the seats of the senate regarding possible directions the bill could take from that 
point in time. They seemed to agree that they wanted more hearings for the bill, but there was limited time 
because of election advertising constraints starting in June, and those supporting the bill didn’t want to wait until 
January. Senator Scarnati offered that the Appropriations Committee agreed to hold hearings during the time 
allotted for their review of financial considerations. Senator Earll proposed to table the bill until more hearings 
could be held. A vote for the proposal failed, and then some senators admitted they were confused as to 
whether they were voting to table the bill after their own committee passed it through, or before. Another 
similar vote for more hearings also failed. Senator Costa suggested that this was a judiciary decision and should 
not be passed to the appropriations committee, since there were minimal financial considerations. A final vote 
to “report the bill out" won ten to four. Some senators thought the vote had a stipulation that the Appropria¬ 
tions Committee would hold hearings. “Report the bill out" means that the judiciary committee said “OK" to 
the bill, and now it’s on the way to a senate vote.

Senator White made objections during both the hearing and the vote regarding the 
rushed schedule of the bill, as well as to the vague terminology. She specifically asked 
how many items does it take to add up to a functional equivalence of marriage. Regard¬ 
less, she still voted Aye. 

Senator Greenleaf repeated the question: “Will the bill remove existing rights?" Due 
to an obvious conflict with a Pittsburgh ordinance providing benefits to those with a 
functional equivalence to marriage, the answer is “most likely". Furthermore, many 
expert witnesses sited examples from other states and proposed theories of how this 
bill will take away existing rights and benefits. The public is left to wonder why Green¬ 
leaf repeated the question so often, and then did not vote in accordance with the 
answer. 

Senator Stout emphasized during the vote, while debating time needed to review SB 
1250, that they needed time for decisions regarding the state budget Rather than 
putting off SB 1250 until there was time to give it needed attention, he voted to pass it 
though without the acknowledged, needed review. 


Additional attorney Testimony for the Bill 

Randy Wenger, Chief Counsel, Pennsylvania Family Institute produced a written 
statement in support of the bill. Wenger’s written statement discusses the Pittsburgh 
ordinance, which provides for benefits for people who can intend a "functional equiva¬ 
lent” of marriage. Wenger writes,"If what Pittsburgh had done was objectively [allow] 
the functional equivalent of marriage, it would already be invalid for the reasons argued 
in the Devlin case. But nobody is going to bring a challenge that the ordinance is the 
functional equivalent The ordinance simply states that those entering a domestic 
partnership must have the subjective intent of entering the "functional equivalent" of 
marriage. Nothing more. When the Pennsylvania Supreme Court has already looked 
at a similar ordinance and said the language is not crucial (aka “marital status") but what 
it objectively does is what is important (aka employment related benefits are not the 
functional equivalent of marriage), Pittsburgh’s ordinance will be completely 
unaffected." 

Nobody, not Randy Wenger, nor supporters or those opposed to SB 1250 is able to 
present a definite distinction between the civil unions that the bill is designed to 
protect and the domestic partnerships the bill is designed to allow. When comparing 
the Pittsburgh ordinance to SB 1250, Wegner seems to suggest that on one hand 
"functional equivalence to marriage" is allowed, but on the other hand "functional 
equivalence to marriage" is not allowed. It depends on the objectivity of the legislation. 
Wegner leaves the implication that the courts can determine this objectively.

Thoughts on SB 1250 
By Alanna Berger 

As a straight person, many folks are confused as to why I 
believe so strongly in marriage equality for gays and les¬ 
bians. After all, when my husband asked me to marry him 
14 years ago, I said no. I saw marriage as one of the chief 
institutions of a patriarchal society in which women were 
subjugated and treated as property. After my first mar¬ 
riage ended disastrously, I didn't want any part of another 
one. 


Blaise was sympathetic to my concerns, and we investi¬ 
gated what was required to provide the same protections 
that marriage provided - after all, we had exes, children, 
parents and siblings who might question any documents 
we came up with, and then there was the cost - almost 
$1,000. So as unromantic as it sounds, we took the easy 
way out - we publicly declared our spiritual commitment to 
each other at the Unitarian Church of Harrisburg, and we 
got married according to the laws of Pennsylvania for the 
legal rights. 

I see gay and lesbian couples making the same spiritual 
commitment to each other that Blaise and I made to each 
other, except I get the legal rights and they don’t. Even 
when they get the legal documents, there is still inequal¬ 
ity. Since I left my “day job", I’m covered under Blaise’s 
health care. Many gays and lesbians cover their partners 
through their employers according to domestic partner 
benefits, but they pay taxes on the health care benefits. 
We don’t. When the time comes, Blaise or I will inherit 
whatever property we’ve accumulated, just as a gay or 
lesbian will - provided they paid for an ironclad will - but 
the surviving partner will pay inheritance tax. Blaise or I 
won’t. So much for the argument that gays and lesbians 
can get documents that provide them with the same rights 
heterosexual couples have! 


What angers me most is the fact that our government lead¬ 
ers are arrogant enough to believe that because they are 
adding a sentence that defines marriage to the constitution, 
the people of Pennsylvania will suddenly believe marriage 
is important. Why this will work as a constitutional amend¬ 
ment when it did not have any effect as a law is a mystery. 
I don’t think Pennsylvania couples will look to our govem- 
, TT T . ment leaders when we

have role models for 
marriage like Bill Clin¬ 
ton, Eliot Spitzer and 
Larry Craig. After all, 
it was Bill Clinton who

scandal. If he can’t take marriage or the DOMA seriously, 
who will? 

Ultimately, I'm tired of hearing that mar¬ 
riage is “under siege". That implies there is a 

group of people determined to destroy it. What we have 
today is a 50% heterosexual divorce rate - to me that says 
if marriage is under siege, it’s by heterosexual couples 
who flagrantly demean the institution, who focus on the 
wedding day party and leave each other at the first sign of 
trouble. What we also have today is a very small minority 
of individuals - less than 3% of the population - who want 
to honor the institution of marriage not only by engaging 
in the time-honored vows to love, honor and cherish one 
another in sickness and health, for richer or poorer, which 
they currently can do in their own houses of worship, but 
most importantly, they want to take on the legal responsi¬ 
bilities that go along with it. 

Marriage as a legal institution needs a major overhaul. 
But with an economy in a tailspin, an out-of-control war in 
Iraq, an environment on the verge of collapse, inadequate 
health care (that in particular denies married couples ac¬ 
cess to marital counseling that could save their marriages) 
and unequal educational opportunities, that critical review 
of marriage laws should be a low priority. Until we get 
around to it though, equality demands that gays and les¬ 
bians should be entitled to the same rights I have. I’m not 
asking for “gay marriage" - that implies something special. 
What I’m asking for is that gays and lesbians be treated no 
differently than my life partner and me.
